Award  nf  the  Tiihiimil  of  Arbitral'mn  rnnxlilulvd  iimirr  the  Ticiily  concluded  at  Washington, 
Ff'hnuinj  '29,  18I)'_',  bi'lirrfn  the  United  Slaten  of  Aiaciica  and  Her  Majesti/  the  Queen 
of  the  United  Kini/doin  of  Greal  iirilniii  iiiui  Ireland. 

WllMREAS  by  a  Treaty  between  tbc  United  States  of  America  and  Groat 
Britain,  signed  at  "Wiishintrton  tlie  L'Dtli  J''cliruary,  181)2,  the  rali  Heal  ions  of  wliicli  by 
tbc  GoviM'iiiiionts  of  llic  two  cuimtrics  were  excli.'iii'jfcd  ill  London  on  tbc  7tli  ILiy,

"  1.  \Vh;it  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  the  sea  now  known  as  the  Helirinu;  Sea,  anil 
what  cxcIusIm'  rii,'lits  in  the  seal  llshcries  therein,  did  liussia  a--sert  and  exercise  prior 
and  nji  to  the  time  of  the  cession  of  Alaska  to  the  rniled  Slates': 

"2.  How  far  wei't;  these  claims  of  jurisdiction  as  to  the  seal  lislieries  recoi;ni/cd 
and  conceded  hy  Great  Itritaiii  ? 

'•  H.  Was  the  body  of  water  now  known  as  the  Hchrim;  Sea  included  in  tho  jihrasc 
Tacilic  Ocean,'  as  used  in  the  'J'rcaty  of  1^2")  between  Great  I5ritain  and  Russia; 
and  what  rii,'hts,  if  any,  in  the  Hehriny;  Sea  were  held  and  cxidiisivdy  exorcised  hy 
Russia  after  said  Treaty  r 

"  1.  Did  not  all  the  rights  of  Russia  as  to  jurisdiction  and  as  to  ilie  seal  fisheries  in 
Hebrin%'  Sea  cast  of  tiie  water  boundary,  in  the  Treaty  between  thi!  United  States 
and  Russia  of  the  ;!<>th  .Xrarcli,  lS(j7,  pass  unimpaired  to  the  I'nited  States  under  that 
Treaty  'r 

"5.  Has  the  Tnitcil  Stati's  any  ri|j;bl,  and  if  so,  what  rit;ht  of  iirotcction  or 
property  in  the  fur-seals  frei|uentinii'  the  islands  of  the  rniteil  States  in  Hebrini,'  Sea 
when  such  seals  are  found  outside  the  ordinary  .'S-inile  limit 'r" 

And  whereas  by  Article  Xll  of  the  said  Treaty  it  was  furthi^r  ajjreed  as  follows  : — 

"  K  the  di'tcrmination  of  the  forei^oini:  ipicstions  as  to  the  excdusivc  jurisdiction 
of  the  I'liitcd  St.-ites  shall  leave  tlii'  subject  in  such  position  that  the  concurrence  of 
Great  iJritain  is  necessary  to  the  establishment  of  Re^^ulations  for  the  proper  protection 
and  iirescrvation  of  the  fur-seal  in,  or  habitually  resortini^  to,  the  Jkdiring  Sea,  tho 
Ar])itrators  shall  then  determine  what  concurrent  Rciiulations,  outside  the  jnris- 
di(;tional  liniits  id'  the  respective  Governments,  are  necessary,  and  over  what  waters 
such  Reu;iilations  should  extend  ; 

"The  llii,'h  Contracting;  Parties  furthermore  agree  to  co-operate  in  securing  the 
adh'jion  of  otlicr  Towers  to  such  Regulations." 

And  whereas,  hy  Article  VIII  of  the  said  Treaty,  after  reciting  that  the  High 
Contracting  l'ar*'cs  had  I'oiuid  themselves  unable  to  agree  upon  a  reference  which 
should  include  the  question  of  the  liability  of  each  for  the  injuries  alleged  to  have 
been  sustained  by  the  other,  or  hy  its  citizens  in  connection  with  the  claims  presented 
and  urged  by  it,  and  that  "they  were  solicitous  that  this  subordinate  question  shouhl 
not  interrujit  or  longer  diday  the  submission  and  determination  of  the  main  questions," 
the  High  Contracting  Parties  agreed  that  "either  of  them  might  submit  to  the 
Arbitrators  any  rjuestion  of  fact  involved  in  said  <daims  and  ask  for  a  linding  thereon, 
the  question  of  the  liability  of  either  Government  upon  the  facts  found,  to  he  the  subject 
of  further  negotiation ;" 

And  wliereas    the    President    of    the   United    States  of  America    named   tho 
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IT<tiu)ural)k  .Tohii  M.  Harlan,  Justice  of  tlio  SupruniL'  Court  of  tlic  Uiiitoil  States,  and 
tin;  Jloiiouraljlo  .lolin  T.  Jloi'i;;an,  Senator  of  tho  United  States,  to  lie  two  of  the  said 
Ar1)if  rators  ;  and  Her  Bi'ilaiinie  .Majesty  nauK-d  the  Riijlit  IIoiioural)le  Lord  JIanuen 
and  the  llonourahle  Sir  .lohn  Thompson,  Minister  of  Justice  and  Attorney.neiieral  for 
Cana(hi,  to  l)e  t«o  of  the  said  Arhilrat(U's;  and  his  Exeelleuey  (lie  I'residrMit  of  the 
Preneh  iiei)ul)lic,  named  tiie  ]5aron  do  Courcel,  Senator,  Amhassador  of  J'ranec,  to  bo 
one  of  th(!  said  Aihilmtors;  and  His  Majesty  the  Kiny;  of  Italy  named  the  ]^l;u(juis 
Eniilio  Viseonti  ^'l'nosta,  former  .Minister  of  Foreign  .Vll'airs  and  Senator  of  tin.' 
Kingd(jm  of  Italy,  to  lie  oiu;  of  the  said  Arbitrators;  and  IHs  Majesty  the  King  of 
Sweden  and  Xorway  named  ]\lr.  Gregers  Gram,  Minister  of  State,  to  be  oni.'  of  tlu; 
said  Arbitrators ; 

And  whereas  wc,  the  said  Arbitrators,  so  named  and  appointed,  having  taken 
upon  ours(lv(^s  tlie  burden  of  the  said  Arbitration,  and  having  duly  met  at  I'lU'is, 
proceeded  ini))ai'tially  and  carefully  to  examini;  and  decide  all  the  questions  submitted 
to  us  the  said  Arbitrators,  under  the  said  Treaty,  or  laid  before  us  as  ]irovided  in  tho 
said  'treaty  on  tlie  jiart  of  tlie  (iovernments  of  Ifer  Britannic  Majesty  and  the  L'nited 
States  rcsix'ctivcly. 

Now  we,  tiie  said  Arl)itrators,  having  impartially  and  carefully  examined  the  said 
questions,  do  in  like  manner  by  this  our  Award  decide  and  determine  the  said 
questions  in  manner  following,  that  is  to  say,  we  decide  and  determine  as  to  the  live 
points  mcntioni-'d  in  Article  VI,  as  to  ■which  our  Award  is  to  embrace  a  distinct 
decision  uj)on  each  of  them; 

As  to  tiie  lir.st  of  the  said  five  points,  we,  the  said  Baron  de  Courcel,  ifr.  Justice 
Harlan,  Lord  Hanni'ii,  Sir  John  Thompson,  Marquis  Visconti  Venosta,  and  Mr.  Gregers 
Gram,  being  a  majority  of  ihn  said  Arl)itrators,  do  decide  and  determiiK!  as  follows: — 

By  the  Ukas(!  of  1821,  Russia  elainu?d  jurisdiction  in  the  sea  now  known  as  the 
Bihring  Sea,  to  the  extent  of  100  Italian  miles  from  the  coasts  and  islands  belonging 
to  her,  but,  in  the  eoui'se  of  the  negotiations  which  led  to  tlie  conclusion  of  the 
Treaties  of  lS2t  with  tlie  United  States,  and  of  lS2u  with  Great  Britain,  IJussia 
admitted  that  her  jurisdiction  in  the  said  sea  should  bo  restricted  to  the  reach  of 
cannon  shot  from  shore,  and  it  a])pears  tiiat,  from  that  time  up  to  the  time  of  the 
cession  of  Alaska  to  the  United  States,  Russia  never  asserted  in  fact  or  exercised  any 
exclusive  jurisdiction  in  Mehring  Sea,  or  any  exclusive  rights  in  the  seal  tisheries 
therein  IkivoihI  the  ordinary  limit  of  territorial  waters. 

As  to  the  .second  of  the  said  live  points,  we,  the  said  Baron  de  Courcid, 
5Ir.  Justice  llMrlan.  Lt)rd  Hannen,  Sir  John  Thompson,  Marcjuis  Viseonti  N'enosta. 
and  31r.  (iregers  (iram,  being  a  majority  of  the  said  Arbitrators,  do  decide  anil 
determin(!  that  (irent  Hritain  did  not  recognize  or  concede  any  claim,  ujjou  tin.'  part  of 
Russia  to  ex(dii>-ive  jurisdiction  as  to  the  seal-iislienes  in  Behring  Sea,  outside  of 
ordinary  territorial  w.-iters. 

As  to  th(;  third  of  the  said  five  points,  as  to  so  much  thereof  as  vequircis  ns  to 
decide  whether  the  body  of  water  now  known  as  the  Behring  Sea  was  included  in  the 
])hras(!  "  I'acilic  Ocean,"  as  used  in  the  Treaty  of  lS2u  between  (Jreat  Britain  and 
iiussia,  we,  the  said  -Vrbilralors,  do  unanimously  dceid<!  and  dcjtermine,  that  the  body 
of  water  now  known  as  th(!  Hehring  Sea,  was  included  in  the  phrase  "  L'txchU:  Ocean" 
as  usi.'d  in  the  said  Ti-eafy. 

Ami  as  to  so  nuieh  of  the  said  third  point  as  requires  us  to  decide  wliat  rights,  it 
any,  in  the  Behring  Sea  were  held  and  exclusively  exercised  by  Russia  after  the  said 
Treaty  of  182.0,  we,  tin;  said  Baron  de  Courcel,  ilr.  Justice  Harlan,  Lo,!  Ilannen, 
Sir  John  Thomj)Sf)ii,  ^Manjuis  Visconti  Venosta,  and  Mr.  (iregers  Graii,  being  a 
majority  of  the  said  ArbitratiU's,  do  decide  and  detei'mine  that  no  exclusive  rights  of 
jurisdiction  in  Bidiring  Sea  and  no  exclusive  rights  as  to  the  seal  tisheries  therein, 
were  held  or  exercised  l)V  Russia  outside  of  ordinary  territorial  waters  aftei'  the  'I'reatv 
of  1825. 

As  to  th(^  fourth  of  the  said  live  ])oints,  we,  tii(!  said  .Vrbitrators,  do  u.animo  isiy 
decide  and  determine  that  all  the  rights  of  Russia  as  to  jurisdiction  and  as  to  the  s(.'al 
li^-Iierics  in  Bidiiiiig  Sea,  east  of  the  water  boundary,  in  the  Treaty  between  the  L'nitcd 
States  and  Bussia  cjf  tlie  .'JOIh  .March,  ly(i7,-  did  pass  unimpaired  to  the  United  States 
under  the  said  'I'reaty. 

As  to  the  liltli  of  the  said  ii\('  jioints,  we,  the  said  Baron  de  Courcel,  Lord  Hannen, 
Sir  .bdin  'I'hoinpbon,  JIarquis  X'iscouti  VcMiosta,  and  Mr.  Gregers  Gram  being  a  majority 
of  the  said  -Aibitnitors,  do  decide  and  dot' rmine  that  the  L'nited  States  lias  not  anv 
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And  vlicreas  Uiu  aforesaid  dcturniiiiation  of  tlio  I'oroj^oinir  qupstious  as  io  tlie 
cxtdusive  jnri>dictioii  of  tlic  I'nitod  States  mentioned  in  Article  VI  leaves  tlie  subjeet 
ill  sucli  a  iiosilioii  tliat  tlie  eoiteurvenee  of  (Ireat  Hi'ifain  is  neeessary  to  the  estalilisli- 
nient  of  I'eL^ulations  for  the  proper  |)roteetion  and  proservalion  of  the  fur-seal  in  or 
habitually  resort inq  to  the  liehriny;  Sen,  the  Tribunal  havini;'  deeidcd  liy  a  majority  as 
to  each  Article  of  the  followinj^  Ileu'ulations,  Ave,  the  said  Baron  de  Courcel.  l/u'd 
llaiinen,  Marcjiiis  N'iseonti  Venosta,  and  .Mr.  (Jregors  Grain,  asscntiiii;  to  the  -Ahole  of 
the  nine  Articles  of  tiic  fidlouiiii;'  |{e:;'ulations,  and  beiiiL,'  a  majority  of  the  said 
Arliitiators,  do  dccidi'  ;ind  dctcrniine  in  the  mode  jirovided  by  the  Treaty,  that  the 
foiiowini^'  concurrent  I'cuiilations  outside  the  jurisdictional  limits  of  thn  respective 
C<iverninents  are  necessary,  and  tiiat  they  siiould  extend  over  the  Avaters  hereinafter 
mentioned,  that  is  fo  say  : 

Article  1.  The  (ioverninents  of  the  United  States  and  of  (ireat  ]3ritaiu  shall 
forbid  their  citizens  and  subjects  rcsjiectivcly,  t(.'  kill,  captuie,  or  jjursue  at  any  time 
and  in  any  manner  whatever,  the  animals  commonly  called  I'ur-seals,  uithiu  a  zone  of 
60  miles  around  tlie  I'riliylolf  Islands,  iiudusive  of  the  ti.Tritorial  waters. 

The  miles  mentioned  in  the  preeediiin'  paiau'rapli  are  geographical  miles,  of  CO 
to  a  deirrei'  of  latitude. 

.Vrticle  2.  The  two  Goveriiriients  shall  Idrbid  their  citi/eiis  and  subjects  respec- 
tively to  kill,  captr.re,  or  pursue,  in  any  manner  whatever,  durini^  the  .season 
extendiiif^,  each  year,  from  the  1st  Jlay  to  the  31st  .Inly,  liolh  inclusive,  the  fur-seals 
on  the  hi^h  sea,  in  the  ]iart  of  tlio  Pacific  (Jccaii,  inclusive  of  the  lieliriiii;  Sea,  which 
is  situated  to  the  iiortli  of  the  'Mth  degree  of  iiortli  latitude,  and  eastward  of  the 
ISOth  dcLfrce  of  longitude  from  (inH'iiwieh  till  it  strikes  the  water  boundary  described 
in  Article  I  of  the  Treaty  of  ]8(i7  between  the  United  States  and  llussia,  and 
foUowiiiL;'  that  line  up  to  Hi'hrin;^  Straits. 

Articl(>  :>.  Duriiii,'  the  period  of  time  and  in  the  waters  in  which  the  fur-seal 
li.shin!.;'  is  allowed,  only  sailinL!:-vessels  shall  be  permitted  to  carry  on  or  take  ])art  in 
fur-seal  tishin<;-  operations.  They  will,  however,  be  at  liberty  to  avail  themselves  of 
the  iis(!  of  such  canoes  or  undecked  boats,  propelled  by  paddles,  oars,  or  sails,  as  arc 
in  common  use  as  fishini;  boats. 

Article  -4.  I'acli  sailinu'-vessel  authorized  to  fish  for  fur-seals  must  1)0  provided 
with  a  special  licence  issued  for  that  purjiose  by  its  (iovernment,  and  shall  bo  required 
to  carry  a  distiniruishini;'  IhiLj  to  Ix^  prescribed  by  its  Government. 

Article  o.  'Jlii^  niiisters  of  the  vessels  engaged  in  fur-seal  lishing  shall  enter 
accurately  in  their  ollicial  log-book  the  date  and  ])laci;  of  each  fur-seal  fi.shing' 
operation,  and  also  the  number  and  sex  of  the  seals  captured  upon  cacdi  day.  These 
entries  shall  b(!  cominiinieuled  by  each  of  the  two  Governments  to  the  other  at  the 
end  of  each  lishing  seas(ni. 

Article  fl.  Tlie  use  of  nets,  fire-arms,  and  explosives  shall  be  forbidden  in  the  fur- 
seal  fishing.  This  restriction  shall  not  apply  to  shot  guns  when  such  fishing  takes 
place  outside  of  B(>hring"s  Sea  during  tlie  season  when  it  may  be  lawfully  carried  on. 

Article  7.  The  two  Governments  shall  take  measures  to  control  the  fitness  of  the 
men  authorized  to  engage  in  fur-seal  fishing.  These  men  shall  have  been  proved  fit 
to  handle  with  sufficient  skill  the  weapons  by  means  of  which  this  fishing  may  be 
carried  on. 

Article  8.  Tin;  I'egulations  contained  in  the  preceding  Articles  shall  not  apply  to 
Indians  dwelling  on  the  coasts  of  the  territory  of  the  United  Sttites  or  of  Great 
Britain,  and  carrying  on  fur-seal  fishing  in  canoes  or  undecked  boats  not  transported 
l)y  or  used  in  connection  with  other  vessels,  and  projiellcd  wholly  by  paddles,  oars,  or 
sails,  and  ninnned  by  not  more  than  i\\L'  persons  each  in  the  way  hitherto  practised 
by  the  Indians,  provided  such  Indians  are  not  in  the  employineut  of  other  persons, 
and  provided  that,  when  so  hunting  in  canoes  or  undecked  boat.s,  they  shall  not  hunt 
i'ur-seals  outside  of  territorial  waters  under  contract  for  the  delivery  of  the  skins  to 
any  person. 

This  exemption  shall  not  be  construed  to  all'eel  the  miinicijial  law  of  either 
country,  nor  shall  it  extend  to  the  waters  of  Behring  Sea,  or  the  waters  of  the 
Aleutian  Passes. 

>i'othing  herein  contained  is  intended  to  interfere  with  the  employment  of  Indians 
as  hunters  or  otherwise  in  connection  with  fur-sealing  vessels  as  heretofore. 

Article  9.  The  concurrent  Ucgulatioiis  hereby  determined  Avitha  view  to  the  protec- 
tiou  and  preservation  of  the  fur-seals,  shall  remain  in  force  until  they  have  been,  in 
whole  or  ill  [lart,  abolished  or  modified  by  common  agrec'iient  between  the  Govern- 
ments of  the  United  Stales  and  of  Great  Uritain. 
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The  said  concurrent  Regulations  shall  Lc  submitted  every  five  years  to  a  new 
examination,  so  as  to  enable  both  interested  Govcniments  to  consider  whether,  in  the 
light  of  pasL  experience,  there  is  occasion  for  any  modification  (hereof. 

And  whereas  the  Government  of  Tier  Britannic  Majesty  did  subrait  to  the  Ihibunal 
of  Arbitration  by  Article  VIII  of  the  said  Treaty,  certain  questions  of  fact  involved 
in  the  claims  referred  to  in  the  said  Article  VIII,  and  did  also  submit  to  us,  the  said 
Tribunal,  a  statement  of  the  said  facts,  as  follows,  that  is  to  say  : — 


lundinfjs  of  fact  prnjmxed  hi/  Ihf  A(jvnt  nf  Great  Britiiin  and  rn/rccd  to  an  proved  hi/  the 
Agent  for  the  United  States,  and  submitted  to  the  Tribunal  of  Arbitration  for  itx 
consideration. 


"  1 .  That  the  several  scarehes  and  seizures,  whether  of  ships  or  tjoods,  and  the 
several  arrests  of  masters  and  crows,  respectively  mentioned  in  tlie  Schedule  to  the 
Uritisb  Case,  pp.  1  to  (SO  inclusive,  were  made  by  tlic  autliority  of  the  United  States' 
GovfU'nment.  The  questions  as  to  the  value  of  the  said  vessels  or  their  contont.s,  or 
either  of  tboni,  and  the  question  as  to  whctlier  the  vessels  mentioned  in  the  Schedule 
to  the  Uritish  Case,  or  any  of  them,  wore  wholly  or  in  part  the  actual  property  of 
citizens  of  tlio  United  States,  have  been  witiidrawn  from,  and  have;  not  been  considered 
by  the  1'ribunal,  it  being  miderstood  tliat  it  is  open  to  tlie  United  States  to  raise;  these 
qiu'stions,  or  any  of  them,  if  they  tliink  fit,  in  any  future  negotiations  as  to  the 
liability  of  the  United  States'  Government  to  pay  the  amounts  mentioned  in  the 
Schedule  to  the  British  Case. 

"  2.  'I'liat  tlie  seizures  a<"oresaid,  with  the  exception  of  the  '  I*athfind(>r,'  seized  at 
Neah  Bay,  were  made  in  Bchring  Sea  at  the  distances  from  shore  mentioned  in  the 
Schedule  annexed  liereto  marked  (C). 

"  3.  That  the  said  several  searches  and  seizures  of  vessels  were  made  by  public 
armed  vessels  of  the  United  States,  the  Commanders  of  which  liad,  at  the  several  times 
when  th(!y  were  made,  from  the  Executive  Department  of  the  Government  of  the 
United  States,  instructions,  a  copy  of  one  of  which  is  annexed  hereto  marked  (A),  and 
that  the  others  wore,  in  all  substantial  respects,  the  same.  That  in  all  the  instances  in 
wbicli  proceedings  were  had  in  the  District  Courts  of  the  United  States  resulting  in 
condenniation,  such  proceedings  were  begun  by  the  filing  of  lil)els,  a  copy  of  one  of 
which  is  annexed  hereto  marked  (B),  and  that  the  libels  in  the  other  proceedings  were 
in  all  s\il)stantial  respects  the  same;  tliat  tiii^  alleged  acts  or  olVences  for  which  said 
several  scarclies  and  seizures  were  made  were  in  each  case  done  or  conuuitted  in 
Behriiig  Sea  at  the  distances  from  shore  aforesaid  ;  and  that  in  each  ease  in  wliich 
sentence  of  condemnation  was  jjassed,  exceiit  in  lliose  eas(>s  when  tlie  vessels  wen; 
released  after  condemnation,  tlie  seizure  was  adojjtc^d  by  the  Government  of  tiie  United 
States  :  and  in  tiiose  cases  in  Mliicii  Uw  vessels  were  released  the  seizure  was  made  by  tlie 
authority  of  the  United  States  ;  that  the  said  fines  and  inijirisoninents  were  i'or  allcgi'<l 
bnjaches  of  the  municipal  laws  of  the  United  States,  which  alleged  breaches  wore 
wholly  committed  in  ISeliring  Sea  at  tlu'  distaue(w  from  the  shore  aforesaid; 

"4.  That  the  several  orders  mentioned  in  the  Schedule  annexed  hereto,  and 
marked  (C),  Avarning  vessels  to  leave  or  not  to  enter  Behring  Sea  were  made  by  i)ul)lic 
armed  vessels  of  the  United  States,  the  Commanders  of  wiiich  had,  at  the  several  times 
when  they  were  given  lik(>  iiisl ructions  as  mentioned  in  finding  ."5,  and  that  the  vessels 
so  warned  were  engaged  in  sealing  or  ])ros(U'utiiig  voyages  for  that  purpose,  and  that 
such  action  was  auo])ted  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States  ; 

"  5.  Tb.'it  the  District  Courts  of  the  United  States  in  which  any  proceedings  were 
bad  or  taken  for  the  ]nirpose  of  condemning  any  vessel  seized  as  mcntion'-d  in  the 
Schedule  to  the  Case  of  ( Jrcat  Ih-itain,  pj).  1  to  (j(>  inclusive,  had  all  tin,'  juiisdietitm 
and  powers  of  Courts  of  Admiralty,  includiug  the  jirize  jurisdielion,  but  that  in  (;aeli 
case  the  sentence  prououneed  by  the  Court  was  based  upon  the  i;rounds  set  forth  in 
the  libel.

Declarations  made  hy  the  Tribunal  of  Arhilrution  and  referred  to  the  Governments  of  the 
United  Stales  and  (Ireat  Britain  for  their  connideration. 


1.  THE  Arbitrators  doolaro  that  tlio  ooiiourront  lloi^ulations,  as  detonnincd 
npon  by  tlu!  Tribnnal  ol"  Arbitration,  by  virt no  of  Article  VII  of  the  Treaty  of  the 
•2i)tli  E(!brnary,  1^S)2,  boiiii;-  aiiplicablo  to  the  high  soa  only,  sliould,  in  their  opinion, 
bo  siipplomontod  i)y  other  itognlations  appliealjlo  witliin  the  limits  of  the  sovereignty 
of  oacli  of  the  two  Towers  interested,  and  to  be  settled  by  thoir  common  agroomont. 

2.  In  view  of  the  critical  condition  to  which  it  appears  certain  that  the  race  of 
I'ur-scals  is  now  nxlucod  in  oonsoqnonce  of  oiroumstanoos  not  fully  known,  the 
Arbitrators  think  fit  to  ro(n)niniend  both  Governments  lo  oomo  to  an  undt;rstanding  in 
order  to  prohibit  any  killing  of  i'nr->oals,  either  on  land  or  at  sea,  for  a  jieriod  of  two 
or  three  years,  or  at  least  on(^  year,  subject  to  such  exoeiitions  as  the  two  Governments 
might  think  proper  to  admit  of. 

Such  a  measure  might  be  rooiirred  to  at  occasional  intervals  if  found  bonelicial. 

3.  The  Arbitrators  declare,  moreover,  that,  in  thcjir  opinion,  the  carrying  out  of 
the  llegulations  determined  upon  by  the  Tribunal  of  Arbitration  should  be  assured  by 
a  system  of  stip\ilations  and  moasiu'os  to  bo  (>naeted  by  th(>  two  P(jwors  ;  and  that  the 
Trilumal  must,  in  conso([uenco,  leave  it  to  the  two  Powers  to  decide  upon  the  means 
for  giving  olVeet  to  the  llogulations  d(!tormined  upon  by  it.
